Golfers Keep in Practice at Sea
On Speedy Munson Line Steamers

Deck Golf on S. S. American Legion
NEW YORK, April 19. In the 

days gone by, when grandpa and 
grandma and even father and mo­ 
ther, went to England or the Con­ 
tinent to make the "grand tour" 
they had to give up many com­ 
forts of home or hotel when on 
shipboard. They expected to be 
more or less uncomfortable In 
stuffy cabins and generally they 
were not disappointed. Amusement 
they did not look for, to any ex­ 
tent, especially along the Hue of 
Hnorta, which in this day are so 
popular with both sexes.

Things have .changed a great 
dual in recent days, however, and 
not only does the ocean traveler 
expect, and get, more than the 
highest grade of hotel service 
while at sea, but on many vessels, 
Kucli UH the big steamers of the 
Munson Line, running from New 
York to South American ports, 
there IB practically no popular 
sport that he or she may not in­ 
dulge in. '

With the great popularity of 
many outdoor sports there have 
come many Innovations aboard 
ship, in order that tourists may 
not have to give up their favorite 
recreation for a minute.

While 
the steamships are in warm south­ 
ern waters the instrument is in 
continuous use by passengers de­ 
siring to either improve their 
stroke or determining the distance 
to which they can drive.

The machine consists of a reg­ 
istering dial and spring, so ar­ 
ranged that when a golf ball, con­ 
nected with it by a long cord, is 
hit, that the distance the ball 
would have traveled, if free, and 
the weight behind the stroke are 
registered.

Not only do passengers practice 
with this deck golf outfit, but ar­ 
range mutches, agreeing that cer­ 
tain distances can't exist between 
holes on an imaginary green, and 
that the winner is the one who 
Is able to go around the "course" 
us shown by the dial, in the fewest 
number of strokes.

Competition in these "matches" 
Is keen, indeed, and large "gal­ 
leries" at times spend hours watch­ 
ing the enthusiasts play.

But golf is not the only amuse­ 
ment .aboard the speedy Munson 
liners, which are carrying a reoord 
number of tourists this season to 
Jtlo .<Je Janeiro and Buenos Aires.
